President’s Column 


We stand for 
@ recdom 


We are a diverse community here at 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, but one of the }, 
many things that bind us together is that we l de 
are all descendants of immigrants or perhaps 
immigrants ourselves. Literally, we can all trace our roots to peo- 
ple who came to this country from elsewhere in the world, Eastern 
Europe, Israel, Asia, and many other places, often within the last 
few generations. Personally, I am the grandchild of immigrants. 
All four of my grandparents were Jews who came to this country 
around 1900, fleeing the persecution and pogroms of Eastern 
Europe and looking to build a better life for their families. Like 
countless others, they made their way thru Ellis Island and settled 
in New York City. I know that each of us has their own story to tell 
about how their families made their way to America and built new 
lives here. And spiritually and metaphorically, we see ourselves as 
descendants of the Jews who left Egypt after centuries of persecu- 
tion there in search of freedom, and a better life in a new home. 
We remember, especially at Passover, that we were once 
“strangers” in the land of Egypt.

All of this means that our community has something of value to 
add to the current national debate about immigration reform. The 
Reform movement and leaders throughout the Jewish community 
are adding their voices to this important discussion. In 

Washington DC, the Union for Reform Judaism’s Religious 
«ics Center (which many of our teens have now visited in the 
past several years) is speaking out. Mark Pelavin, the Center’s 
Associate Director, issued a statement that included the following: 


Jewish tradition is clear on the treatment of immigrants. 
The Torah articulates a basic principle to which the 
Jewish people have clung through two millennia of dias- 
pora and disenfranchisement: “When strangers sojourn 
with you in your land, you shall not do them wrong. The 
strangers who sojourn with you shall be to you as the 
natives among, and you shall love them as yourself; for 
you were strangers in the land of Egypt” (Leviticus 
19;33-34). As the Passover season approaches and we 
are reminded anew of this teaching, and as America con- 
fronts the challenging and massive problem of undocu- 
mented immigration, we are compelled to join the multi- 
tude of voices calling for a realistic, humane approach to 
correcting our nation’s broken immigration system. 


In New York City, the organization Jews for Racial and Economic 
Justice has launched a petition on the topic of immigration reform. 
Some excerpts from the petition include: 


As American Jews who have immigrated to the United 
States over the last two centuries, struggled through 
poverty and enjoyed precious opportunities for advance- 
ment, we join together to speak against the proposed 
policies that demonize today's immigrants. 


As Jews, we know that immigrants have always enhanced 
this nation and affirm our belief that immigrants contin- 
ue to do so today. 


We vehemently oppose (legislation which) would make 
criminals of immigrants and their families as well as 
teachers, religious and community workers who work 
with them. 


We call, instead, for a path to citizenship, meaningful 
worker protections, living wages for all workers, and full 
rights for all immigrants. 


This Passover, as we remember what it means to be 
“strangers in the land of Egypt,” we call on our commu- 
nities and our political representatives to stand for free- 
dom and justice. 


Some of the initial signatures on this petition included Rabbi 
Sharon Kleinbaum of Congregation Beth Simchat Torah, our sis- 
ter shul in NYC, the playwright Tony Kushner, and Rabbi David 
Ellenson, President of Hebrew Union College. I am proud to let 
you know that our rabbi, Camille Shira Angel, has added her name 
and her voice to this important cause. You can find the link to the 
complete petition and list of signers at www.jfrej.org. 


One last note: This is the last of more than two dozen columns 
that I have written for the JGF in my role as president of our con- 
gregation over the last three years. I have valued this opportunity 
to communicate with you, and I appreciate the many comments 
and e-mails that I have received over the past three years, and the 
discussions that have ensued as a result. I will have more to say, 
especially in terms of appreciation and gratitude, in my 
President’s Report for our upcoming Congregational Meeting on 
Monday evening, May 22. I hope to see many of you there.

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CSZ Teens Lobby in Washington!

From the 31st of March to the 3rd of April, 
Tsipora Prochovnick, Shira Zingman- 
Daniels and Sue Bojdak went to 
Washington DC for a program with the 
Religious Action Center (RAC). The RAC 
represents the Union for Reform Judaism 
in Washington, lobbying on behalf of 
Reform Jewish concerns. We joined nearly 
250 teens from all over the country to learn 
about lobbying, about issues important to 
Reform Jews, and ultimately, to lobby our 
representatives in Congress. 

For both Tsipora and Shira, this was their first memorable experi- 
ence visiting the nation’s capital. It was a great opportunity to see 
the power center of our nation at work. In our favorite program, 
we split up into two groups to advocate for opposing sides on the 
issue of fuel efficiency standards. Within our groups, different 
people worked on rallies, raising money, letter writing, phone 
calls, lobbying, and television advertisements. We learned from 
this that there are many different parts to getting a bill passed, and 
it showed the importance of all the jobs and how they work 
together to make change. 

On Monday, April 3rd, we lobbied on Capitol Hill. We met with 
representatives for Senator Feinstein and Congresswomen Pelosi 
and Lee. We spoke on issues of reproductive and LGBT rights. 
Our fellow Californians also spoke on issues such as Darfur and 
immigration. It was an interesting and educational experience that 
left us feeling powerful, depressed about the difficulty of making

Our Family 
Shabbaton should be a lot of fun, as well 
as an opportunity for some real learning to 
take place on many levels — for both adults 
and kids.
